HE recent nation-wide discussion 

concerning evolution has taken 

a strange twist, for, according 
to news dispatches, evolution has now 
hit flowers. This came to light when 
A. E. Kundred, gladiolus grower of 
Goshen, Ind., was banned from the 
Strict Orthodox Church in his city. Mr. 
Kundred was cast out because author- 
ities decided that in hybridizing his 
gladioli to produce new varieties he 
was interfering in the divine scheme 
of things. 

When Mr. Kundred began to be rec- 
ognized as a genius in the hybridizing 
of this species, church leaders held a 
solemn council, voted that “if the Al- 
mighty had wanted the gladiolus hy- 
bridized he would have made it 
that way,” and excommunicated Mr.

He has been excommuni- 
cated because he has turned his hand 
to something that helps Mother Na- 
ture.

Greta 
Nissen is beautiful to look at as Tisha, 
but her acting is not that of a sea- 
soned vampire. Wallace Beery and 
Ernest Torrence furnish the only 
amusing moments and do the best they 
can with the material and direction 
given them, while the other important 
roles are in the hands of Kathryn 
Hill, Kathlyn Williams, Tyrone Power 
and George Rigas.
